It wat found 
that bit right arm was broken, bit hip 
was mashed and the pelvic bonetwere 
crushed.

The physi- 
cians pronounced his Injuries of a fatal 
nature.

Pacific Blockade Conference. 


Washington, March 22.—Notes were re- 
eived by Secretary Sherman yesterday 
rom tbe representatives in Washington of 
be six signatory powers to the treaty of 
ierlin, informing him that the blockade 
f Crete bad begun. The notes were 
igned by Sir Julian Pauncefote, embas- 
sador for England; Mr. J. Fatcnotre, 
mbassado* for Franco; Baron Max Von 
Tbielman, embaeaador for Germany; Mr, 


De Kotubue, envoy extraordinary for 


iussia; Mr. Landlslaus Hengelmuller 
Von Hengervar, envoy extraordinary for 
Austria, and Count Vinci, as representing 
tnron Fava, ambassador for Italy. Tbe 
notes were to the effect that the blockade 
was a pacific one and that tbe vessels of 
ill neutral powers would not be molested 
urther fhan to ascertain that they were 
not carrying arms or munitions of war to 
be Insurgents. 


Tbe receipt of this note led to a confer- 


ence between tbe president and secretary. 
Secretary Sherman, when seen tonight, 
ibsolntely refused to give out any infor- 
mation as to what took place at the meet- 
ag between himself and tbe chief execn- 
Ive. From a source deemed reliable it 
ras learned that tbe notes of tbe powers 
may .occasion a protest from the United 
States. International law, R is said, doss 
not recognize any soon a proceeding as a 
pacific blockade, and therefore, Inasmuch 
as there has been no declaration of war, 
tbe United States may, merely as « mat- 
tar of principle, object to tbe action of tbe 
powers as being arbitrary and nnjnstlfla 
lie. It Is not likely that any United 
States vessel wtl) be Interfered with, for 
tbe reason that there are none In Cretan 
waters and there is very little chance ol 
there being any desirous of running tbe 
blockade, but tbe precedent which wonld 
be established by allowing tbe blockade to 
continue without protest is thought to be 
a dangerous one. It is lmpoa>lble to learn 
what coarse of action tbe president anc 
Secretary Sherman have decided upon.

Aquatic Poachers Kill Fish with 


Stolen Dynamite. 


i*he Treatment of Per«on» Havin 


Private Claim* Affalnet I'ucle Sam 


Reflect* Ko Credit on Con- 


IE re**. 


[Special Washington Letter ] 


There is enough dynamite stored 


within a etone's ihYow of Georgetown 
to blow up half a dozen cities. This 
dangerous explosh e is used in the blast- 
ing operation* at the stone quarries 
which line the Virginia bhore of the Po- 
tomac from near the Aqueduct bridge. 
and also for blasting into the solid 
masses of rock which form the kite of 
tne new union depot. The residents 
of the quiet west end are being treated 
•to a eerie*, of detonating reports, much 
like the discharge of heavy artillery. 


The dynamite used in the operations 


is stored in a cumber of squatty, one- 
Btory frame structures, which dot the 
picturesque shore below the precipitous 
Potomac palisades. These little build- 
ings, like whitened sentinels, mark the 
location of the several quarry plante 
They each contain from a few sticks to 
a ton of dynamite, enough, in the ag- 
gregate, should it explode, todisfigun- 
the upj>cr Potomac, and deluge George- 
town with masses of rock and debris 
For blasting purposes, however, only a 
few ounces of djnamite are used at a; 
time. 


From these wooden magazines along 


,lhe shores, wherein the awful explo- 
sives are stored, certain fishermen, w ho 
cannot under the law employ giil nete, 
•have been stealing sticks of dynamite 
and fuses, and nearly every uight they 
go out into the stream, and ex- 
plode the stuff under the. surface of 
the water, thus killing vafct mini- 
•bers of fish by concussion. 
The 


sticks are weighted, a lighted wa- 
ter-proof fuse applied, and they are 
cunk. The fishermen quickly row 
>nway from tie spot. In a few mo- 
ments there is a suppressed sound, like 
'distant thunder, a« ' a great billow of 
foaming water IT. ^ above the sur- 
face. 


Then the aquatic poachers return to 


the ceirfer of the river and gather in 
the dead and (lying fish, which float to 
Hhe surface in large numbers. 


"I have heard the yarn of the fellow 


•who stole

*t lightning-," said a Georgetown po- 
liceman, "but these fishermen who steal 
dynamite trill compare with him in 
point of nerve.1' Commodore Sutton 
•with the police steamer "Joe 
Biack- 


T>urn" has been vainly trying to catch 
tihe fishermen who are depopulating the 
•waters of tie upper river of their game 
•fi«h by means of stolen dynamite. 


The men who work about dynamite 


jhouses are cautioned" to use great care 
(n handling the treacherous stuff. Sev- 
eral fatal explosions have already oc- 
-curred, and a deep hole in the earth op- 
posite (he island called "Three Sisters" 
marks the spot where one of the su- 
perintendents of blasting lost his life 
last year. He was, warming "ohilled'' 
ti\ nannie at a bonfire, when a stick of 
1lie gi;:ri't explosive ignited, blowing 
tim skyward and lacerating him. in a 
•iiorribie manner. 


The men t'E^aged in blasting at the 


Site of the Union depot in Georgetown 
are only allotted to bring dynamite 
Jrom t lie Virginia side sutih'ient for one 
day's work. This u> temporarily stored, 
until used, in the old Key mansion, on 
M street, near the Aqueduct bridge, the 
house formerly occupied by Francis 
Scott Key, author of the "Star Span- 
gled Banner." They used to have lib- 
erty to bring as much, dynamite over 
to the Georgetown side of the river as 
the contractors desired. But not long 
ogo there was a runaway team in 
Georgetown which scared all of the 
people almost out of their wits. The 
t\ugon was loaded 
with dynamite. 


Thai judicial adjunct of the govern-

To such «n extent has this policy of

GATHERING THE DEAIV FISH. 


Walker, of Ma-ssaclmsetts, declared that 
a certain obnoxious bill for the promo- 
tion and retirement of a hospital stew- 
ard as a second lieutenant of cavalry 
bad been, placed at the head of the cal- 
endar to prevent the consideration of 
meritorious bills. He said: 


"This case ie put here under the pe- 


•uliar circumstances which exist in or- 
der that justice shall not be done to men 
who are robbed of their just claims by 
:he government of the United States— 
their jw>t claims have been reported 
favorably and unanimously by the com- 
mittee to whom this duty is assigned. 
This bill was put here to be kept here, 
and to be discussed the day out, so that 
women may still continue to haunt the 
halls of congress in the hope that it 
will deal justly with their fathers' and 
husbands' private claims to money hon- 


ls' due them. It is an. outrage and a 


disgrare to this house end the lead- 
ers to put in such claims as this, to be 
discussed all day, so that these other 
claims shall not be considered/' 


Referring- to Mr. Walker's remarks, 


Mr. Talbert, of South Carolina, said: 
"I am, glad to see a revival going on 
among gentlemen on the other side of 
the house. I am glad to see that the 
scales have been, stricken from their 
eyes, and that they have begun to see 
the outrages that are being perpetrated 
upon the taxpayers of this country." 


Mr. Mahon, of Pennsylvania, said: 


"I v. ant to say this about the court of 
claims: That this court holds claim- 
ants to a stricter accountability, a 
-stricter compliance with the rules of 
evidence than any other court in. the 
I'nnted States. I sa>, either you ought 
to stand by the court, and pay the judg- 
ments v> htch it renders, or should abol- 


. your court. My experience is that 


the greatest robow in this country is 
the nation it.self. Our government is 
continually robbing private citizens of 
their property and refusing to reim- 
burse them. Xow, I say that the time 
has come f or t his congress either to pay 
those findings of the court of claims 
or to abolish that court ai.d let the peo- 
ple of this country know that congrass 
does not propose, to paj their claims 
whether they are found to be jutt or 
not. 


'These bills that we now have in the 


committee on war claims, those find- 
ings of the court of claims and other 
claims, are about 1,^00 in number. They 
do not accumulate. They come in con- 
gress after congress. The bills are 
printed, and the reports are printed, 
and if you go and investigate you will 
find that you have spent about $340,000 
in this congress for printing for this 
and other committees. The congression- 
al printing bills are enormous, and 
usually inexcusable." 


Mr. JlcCall, of Tennessee, said: "Will 


tLis congress repudiate the obligations 
that this government owes to the union 
men in the south? These claimants nre 
growing old and feeble. They are fast 
falling into the grave. For 30 years 
they have expected, the government to 
pay these long expected claims; and 1 
now at>k this congress to pay its !oya! 
citizens their just dues as the govern- 
ment requires each citizen to pay to it 
that which he owes." 


And thus the discussion continued 


until the hour of adjournment, without 
a vote having been taken on, a single 
bill. The dear people have no idea o) 
the conditions existing in the senate 
and hoase of representatives, whereby 
the do-nothing policy is constantly pro- 
moted. As a matter of fact it may be 
truthfully said that a large majority 
of the statesmen who are honored by 
the people care for little other than 
their own advancment and aggrandize- 
ment; and they legislate from purely or 
impurely selfish motives in all caaes. 
This is the naked truth, although it may 
not be palatable to tie statesmen con- 
cerning whom it is told.
